U.S. Hog Pr Promotion 


Mounted Police lice Make Report on 
Investigation of Company’s 
Operations

(From The Calgary Albertan). 

Wide publicity has been obtained in 
Canada for the operations of the 
Central United States Swine Com- 
‘pany engaged at present in Alberta 
canvassing orders for Chester White 
‘gilts which are being imported from 
the United States, The proposition, 
which is attracting many farmers, 
consists of selling open gilts at $85 
with an agreement that the company 
will buy back all sow pigs from the 
first two litters at $25 each. 

S. G. Freeborn, of the Dominion 
livestock branch, was interviewed by 
The Albertan on the scheme Monday. 
After handing out a statement on the 
scheme released by the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police, he said: “It 
would pay any farmer who has any 
thought of investing in the Chester 
White hogs being distributed by the 
Central United States Swine Company 
to inspett the sows being offered at 
the Alberta stockyards. About 40 
sows have been distributed and a fur- 
ther nine dozen remained on Monday 
afternoon, Any illusions that this im- 
portation of United States pigs would 
improve the hog stock of Alberta 
would be quickly dispelled. 

Expensive Nonsense 

“Livestock men are emphatic that 
the whole scheme is a downright piece 
of expensive nonsense,” Mr, Freeborn 
said. “Scrubby, undersized, common 
little gilts well under 170 pounds are 
altogether too numerous. The young 
pigs coming from some of these sows 
cannot be registered in Canada as 
purebreds in spite of statements by 
representatives of the Compamy. Sows 
have been distributed from a shipment 
now in Calgary weighing onky 150 to 
160 pounds, 

“When questioned as to thy age of 
these sows comfiany representatives 
in charge stated they were only six 
months old. One of the sows farrow- 
ed four pigs the same day and the 
farmer-purchaser said he was inform- 
ed she was eight months old.” Mr. 
Freeborn added that she would have 
to be more than eight months old to 
have her pigs accepted by the Cana- 
dian National registry. 

“The company must admit either 
that these little sows are too young to 
farrow pigs eligible for registry here 
or else they are so small for their 
age as to be a sad travesty on the 
much vaunted ‘ton litter’ Chester 
Whites.” 

The following report on the activi- 
ties of the company, made by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, has 
been received from the Dominion live- 
stock commissioner, Ottawa: 

Scheme Investigated 

“For the past two months reports 
have been coming to hand regarding 
the operations of the Ceneral United 
States Swine Company, engaged at 
present in canvassing farmers in Al- 
berta for orders for Chester White 
gilts which are being imported from 
the United States, 

“The Dominion Department of 
Agriculture asked the Royal Canad‘ian 
Mounted Police to investigate the .wc- 
tivities of the organization, and so: 9e 
of the results should prove of interes't 
to Alberta farmers, 

“According to this report the Cen- 
tral United States Swine Company 
has been in operation since the latter 
part of 1923, Its headquarters are at 
Spokane, Washington, U.S.A. In 
July, 1927, articlas of incorporation 
were filed under the Washington 
State laws. Authorized capital stock, 
$80,000; shares, $1; two officers of 
company in control of stock. At above 
date, assets shower) $106,890; liabili- 
ties, $100,390. Company’s plan of op- 
eration at that time was to sell sows 
at $95 a head, with a guarantee to 
buy back all sotys in the first two lit- 
ters at $35 a head, after same lad 
reached the age of approximately six 
months and weighed around 150 
pounds, 

“According to statement of com- 
pany on November 11, 1927, assets 
$4,000, cash $25,000, notes $3(1,000, ac- 
counts receivable $20,000'in hogs, @ 
total of $79,000. Indebtedness shown 
was $3,700, noted payable, and $1,000 
open accounts, An apparent net worth 
of $74,300.

farmer. No standards were given by 
the company in writing, Gilts must 
be bred to boars approved by the com- 
pany, This report goes on to say that 
‘their contract is perfectly legal. It 
binds the farmer to pay for hogs 
ordered when he signs the contract, 
but does not bind the company to 
accept a single pig.’ Furthermore, the 
salesmen offered contracts in Yakima 
County stating verbally that ‘the com- 
pany offices were Spokane, Washing- 
ton.’ This is true, but the contracts 
had on them ‘Headquarters, Salt Lake 
City, Utah.’ In other words, if the 
farmer went to law to force the com- 
pany to keep their contract, he would 
be compelled to go to the Utah courts, 
which would entail considerable time 
and money for transportation 
other expenses, 

* No Purchases 

“A few hogs were sold in both Yak- 
ima and Kittitas Counties, but accord- 
@ng to the information available, up 
to last autumn not one single pig had 
been bought back in either Yakima or 
Kittitas County. It is also stated 
that in Kittitas County it is reported 
that money had been paid for delivery 
of hogs which were never delivered.

Our first engagement on the follow- 
ing day was to visit Liverpool Cathe- 
dral, one of the most beautiful exam- 
ples of modern architecture in Great 
Britain and the largest ecclesiastical 
building in the country. It is 584 
feet long and will take in all 75 years 
to complete, Tt has now been build- 
Ing twenty years. This wonderful 
cathedral is exceeded in size only by 
St. Peter's, Rome, Seville Cathedral, 
and St. John’s Cathedral, New York. 
The style is Gothic and the building 
material red sandstone. The roof is'of 
solid copper. It is the first cathedral 
to be consecrated in the northern, 
counties for 600 years. | 


The memorial chapel to the men of 
the diocese killed in the War, is per- 
haps the most impressive part of the 
beautiful building. Here is to repose 
in a receptacle lined with pure cloth 
of gold, a book containing the names 
of 40,000 men of all creeds who gave 
their lives in the Great War. The vol- 
ume itself has taken eight years to 
complete and has cost $30,000, The 
chapel is ringed with the crests cut 
in stone of the various regiments, At 
one end is a ‘Window of Sacrifice” in 
which are depicted some of the great- 
est acts of sacrifice in history, Flank- 
ing the Holy Table, which igs beauti- 
fully wrought in solid oak, are two 
life-size bronze figures of a_ soldier 
and a sailor. 


The ceiling of the nave is the loft- 
jest in the land, rising 116 feet above 
the floor and the stained glass win- 
dow at one end of the nave is the 
largest in the country. The organ 
has 168 stops and 10,960 pipes and is 
electrically operated, It cost £50,000 
and is the biggest in the world. 


We had fallen so much under the 
spell of the beautiful cathedral that 
we had to hurry to keep our appoint- 
ment with the Liverpool Produce Ex- 
change, operated by the Liverpool 
Provision Traders’ Association, It is 
organized for trading in pork pro- 
ducts (bacons, hams, sides, lard, 
meats in pickle); in butter, cheese, 
eggs, etc., and is, therefore, directly 
interested in Canadian trade. Its 
dealings are spot and c.if. except 
in lard which may be either option or 
spot. Its lard option market is the 
largest in Europe. The actual trading 
is practically all done privately and 
a large amount by telephone. Consid- 
erable interest was shown in our vis- 
it by the members who gave us a 
cordial welcome. 

A tour of the Liverpool Fruit Ex- 
change and Auction was illuminating. 
Fach big brokerage firm has its own 
auctioneer, Dealers view the fruit be- 
fore it is put up for auction, er, dur- 
ing the actual selling may be furnish- 
ed with samples as they require them, 
To facilitate this an elevator in the 
|centre of the pit brings up samples 
from the basement of each lot offered 
for sale. These may be left in boxes 
or spread out in large shallow bas- 
kets in order that all dealers may get 
a fair idea of the whole lot. | 

The auctioneers work at high pres- 
sure. Much trading is done by sig- | 
nal, and should the auctioneer miss a 
bid, as he occasionally does, the deal- | 
ers express their disapproval by} 
stamping. The auctioneer as a rule 
knows the name of every man in the 
pit. It is said that one man has sold 
&as many as 16,000 boxes of apples in| 

20 minutes and on one occasion a 
whole shipload was disposed of in a 
| similar space of time. 
| Before leaving Liverpool, we had! 
opportunity to discuss with represen- | 
tatives of the provision trades some 
of the problems in marketing Cana- | 
dian produce in Great Britain, and} 
gained valuable information as to the 
requirements of the British market 
in bacon, cheese, butter and eggs.

Away To a Good Start 


General Crop Conditions In West Are 
Most Favorable 

With an optimistic survey of the 
general crop conditions in the West- 
ern provinces, a Winnipeg paper re- 
cently published its first general re- 
port of the season of 1928.

PRE-NATAL DIET 


There is a phrase respecting Moth- | 


erhood “for every child a tooth’— 
which is to say that during the per- 
iod of formation of the little life cer- 
tain changes take place in the moth- 
er’s teeth causing them to decay and 


be more easily lost. And this is so. | 


But why? 

Yor the rearing of the ittle struc- 
ture that is so quietly proceeding, 
the little bone-builders, in their con- 
struction of the bones and teeth, de- 
end chiefly on the calcium — salts. 
Should the mother’s diet be defictent 
in these building stones, the little 
workmen are obliged to go to the 
only other available sources of sup- 
ply, the bones and teeth, to meet their 


wants. Robbing Peter to pay Paul -| 


if you will—yet the little structure 


must be reared at all costs. In such | 


a case the mother’s teeth are so struc- 


turally weakened as to invite disease. | 


Not only to avert this disaster to 
herself, but keeping uppermost the 
welfare of the coming infant, and re- 
membering that she must contribute 
generously towards the influence that 
will make for normally developed 
teeth in her offspring, the expectant 
mother should select her diet with the 
utmost care. Hence she should choose 
plenty of lime-containing foods -— 
milk, eges 
vegetable 


sh fruits 

Following birth also, the demand 
for calcium in the mother’s diet is 
still high since, with the infant feed- 
ing naturally, as it should, the moth- 
er’s milk requires large amounts of 
these salts. An inadequate diet on the 
mother’s part certaifily affects harm- 
fully her own teeth as well as those 
developing in the nursing child. 

Moreover, it should be stressed that 
if the teeth are to be of good quality, 
the infant should at this time be na- 
turally fed. The ravages of tooth de- 
cay have been found to be much 
greater among children who as in- 
fants had been artificially fed. 

The expectant mother should take 
at least a quart of milk a day in addi- 
tion to her other food. This will en- 
sure a proper start of the teeth in the 
jaws of the infant at birth and as 
well the proper bony development of 
the child generally
